Dear Miss Gillis:- 


The entire library project at Manzanar is 
still a s much "up in the air" as it was when I wrote you 
before. They haven't got around to anything yet, except 
that there is a library marked on the map. I have heard 
from several sources that the Japanese are asking»for a 
library, and have made generous offers of assistance in 
giving books from their own libraries. 


In talking last night with the public 
relations man from the camp, I told him that I thought it 
would be very necessary, no matter how the library was to 
function, that they get, if possible, trained librarians 
among the Japanese. He said, "Now that's very important; 
Something that should be attended to at once. You write 
and find out what persons can be recommended for the 
job." It seems they can get any Japanese they ask for 
here; this is the first place to be taken eare of. They are making 
every effort to work out a congenial group among those 
in the more responsible positions. . 


Do you know whether we could get some 
one to act as head librarian, or branch librarian if that 
was what it was; some one for children's librerian, and 
some one trained in book-mending and able to train others? 
I mention the last because Miss Vogleson in writing about 
the books they might be able to send, asked if we had a W.P.A.
